Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant requested withdrawal of the Finality of the last Office 
action. Applicant argued that the amendment to claim 14 (ie. "parallel to the length of the") did not necessitate a new 
grounds of rejection because the previous claim language (ie "along a") has the same meaning. Examiner disagreed 
and stated that "along" has a broader definition than "parallel to the length" and reminded Applicant that the 
specification is not read into the claims and further that the examiner must review the claims with the broadest 
reasonable interpretation Therefore, the finality of the last Office action is deemed to be proper and will be maintained.
